Subject. — Import of spare parts hy actual users during April, 1968— March, 
1969. 

No. 85-ITC(PN)/68 —Attention is Invited to the policy for Impart of spare 
parts by actual users, as contained in Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy 
(Red Book, Vol. I) for the period April. 1968 —^March, 1969. This Public Notice 
^ves, in detail, the import policy and procedure that will be followed in allowing 
Import of spare parts required by actual users during April, 1968—March, 1969. 

Import of spare parts hy units engaged in the priority industries: 

2. The units engaged in the priority industries, both in the large and the small 
scale sectors, should submit separate applications for Import of spare parts, In the 
manner provided in paragraphs 2.8—29 of Section I of the Import Trade Control 
Pgllcy, (Red Book, Vdl, I) for the period April, 1968-dMarch, 1969. 

3. No lists of spare parts to be imported will be attached to the licenec.s, except 
in the case of endorsements referred to in paragraph 4 below. The licence will 
be valid automatically for the import of spare parts required for the maintenance 
of the plant, machinery and equipment installed or used in the licence holder’s 
factory at the address shown in the application against which the licence is issued 
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and for the purpose for which the licence Is Issued. But it shall not be open to 
the licensee to Import items appearing In Appendix 3 to the Import Trade Control 
Policy (Hefl Book, Vol. II for the period April, 1968—March, 1969, for a total 
value exceeding 5 per cent of the value of the licence, sub.iect to a maximum of 
Rs. 10,000, within the overall face value of the licence the import of a single item 
not exceeding Rs, 1,000 In value. 

4. If Btn^actual user licensee requires to import .spare parts listed in the said 
Appendix 8 In excess of the value limits as indicated above, he should nnplv for 
a specific endorsement on the licence to this effect, furnishing ,n list of the item.s 
sought to he imported and the value of each item. The value .shown apain.st each 
Item In the list of goods accompanying the application for such endorsement, 
ihould be only the amount which cannot be accommodated within the value limits 
up to which imports are automatically permitted without endorsement as indicat¬ 
ed In paragraph 3 above. 

5. Requests for endorsements under paragraph 4 above .should be made to the 
licensing authorltv concerned through the respective sponsoring authority. The 
units In the small scale sector should also make such reouests throueh the 
sponsoring authority concerned. The sponsoring nuthority will reeommend only 
the additional value In respect of each item, sought to be imported, after taking 
Into account the imports that could be automatica''lv made against the licence In 
question as stated in this Public Notice. Requests for import of items which are 
not otherwise permissible to actual users in terms of the current import policy, 
will not he entertained, 

6. While endorsing an Imnort licence in terms of paragraph 4 above, the 
licensing authorltv will Indicate the Items and the additional value In respect of 
each item to he permitted for import. The endorsement wiT enable the licensee 
to imnort spare parts a'pnearing in the said Appendix 3. to the extent covered by 
the endorsement, In addition to the import of such spare parts up to the value 
limits mentioned in paragraph 3 above, within the overall face va lue of the 
licence, 

7. Imnort licences issued for raw materials and components land not .snare 
partsl will also he valid for the import of permissible snare parts and small fools, 
including spare parts of machine tools to the extent of 2,6 per cent of the face 
value of the licence, within the overall value ef the licence a,s nrovided in para¬ 
graph fl4(l) (b) of the Import Trade (lontrol Hand Book of Rules and Procedure. 
1968. Within this 25 ner cent face value limit, the licensee can also Import snare 
Darts listed In the said Appendix 3 unto 5 per cent of the total value of the 
licence or Rs. 04,000. whichever Is less, the Import of a single Item not exceeding 
Rs. 1.000 In value. In accordance with the nrovisions of suh-nnrngranh 84(11 (cl 
of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure. 1968. 

Units engaged, in industries other than the vriority Industrie.'^. 

8. The units engaged in industries other than Ihe nrloritv industries, both in 

the large and the small .scale .sectors, will he granted consolidated Imnort licencc.s 
for raw materials, components and spares, as provided In the Imnort 

Trade Control Policy (Red Book, Vol- I) for the period April, 1968— 
March, 1969. It will not he pecessarv for the annh'cant to furnish the list of snare 
parts sought to he Imported except while making a requc.st for an endorsement 
referred to In paragraph 9 below. The import licences for raw materials, com¬ 
ponents and spare parts issued to such units will automat)callv he valid for the 
import of snare parts required for the maintenance of the Plant, machinerv and 
equipment installed or used in the licence hoMeP.s factory at the address shown 
In the application a.cain.st which the licence is i.ssucd and for the purpose for 
which the licence is i.ssned. Within the value of the licence, it shall he open to 
the licensee to- import the items listed in Appendix 3 to the Import Control 

Policy (Red Book. Vol. I) for the period April, 1968—^March. 1969, to the extent 
of 5 per cent of the face value o.f the licence or Rs. 4,000, whichever is less, the 
import of a single Item not exceeding Rs. 1,000 in value, as provided in paragraph’’^ 
84 (1) (d) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968 

9. The licensees requiring to import spare parts listed in the said Appendix 3 
in exce.ss of the value limits as indicated in paragraph 8 above, should apply for 
a specific endor.sement on the licence to this effect in the same manner as laid 
do-wn for the units engaged in the priority industries in paragraphs 4 and 5 above. 

10. While endorsing the import licence in terms of paragraph 9 above, the 
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licensing authorities will indicate the items and additional value In respect of each 
item to be permitted for import. The endorsement will enable the licensee to 
import spm-e parts appearing in the said Appendix 3, to the extent covered by 
ihe endorsement, in addition to the import of such spare parts upto the value 
limits mentioned in sub-pai'agraph 84(1) (d) of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968, as referred to in paragraph 8 above. 

11. The provisions contained in paragraph 3 of the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 69-lTC(PN) /68 dated 11th April, 1968, may he deemed to have 
been suitably amended.
